Similarly, Reilly's team can see how in- 
juries are picked up and how they can be 
avoided. 

“Common injuries affecting the quadriceps 
and hamstrings are caused by an imbalance 
in the leg muscles. There is an emphasis to 
make the legs stronger using press machi- 
nes but that often involves one side of the leg 


becoming stronger than the other and that 
leads to Injury. 

“We have a controlled program that allows 
the weaker side of the leg to catch up.” 

“Computer-driven equipment also helps us 
identify weak points in the legs. A knee or 
ankle joint may be vulnerable in a particular 
spot and we find scientific ways to stabilize 
it” 


Reilly concedes that players are born with 
ability and science cannot create it. But it can 
evaluate how well a player uses it, he says. 

“Diego Maradona has an abnormal running 
action and uses It to great advantage be- 
cause, when he has the ball, it is very difficult 
to get it off him,” Reilly said. “He proved that 
with the two goals he scored in the 1986 
World Cup against England and Belgium.”
